Sometimes we are asked why we persist in declaring 
that justice and peace are now established when to all 
appearances the world is in the throes of great turmoil. 

We affirm that peace is now established because we 
know that the Spirit of peace has been implanted within 
man since his creation, and that peace is therefore pres- 
ent throughout the world. Men may not at all times give 
expression to that which is innate within them. But 
Truth reveals that the outer must inevitably conform 
to the pattern that has been established in the inner 
heavenly kingdom and that peace must appear “in earth, 
as it is in heaven.” 

We do not look to a future time for peace. We do 
not stake its coming upon the winning of wars, the 
making of treaties. We know that the divine virtues of 
freedom, understanding, justice, and peace are at this 
moment a vital and active force within man and that 
they are steadily and surely pushing up from their inner 
recesses, out to the farthest reaches of the earth. 

Our work, yours and ours, is to know this Truth 
steadfastly. We can hasten the full expression in the 
outer of the peace that is present in the inner by dili- 
gently affirming each day:

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Men of Peace in Wartime

E ARE Truth students, peace-loving 
citizens of a nation that has entered 
on legalized conflict. A dilemma con- 


fronts us. We love God and the way of life taught 
by Jesus Christ; we must be loyal to them. We 
love our country and the way of life it exempli- 
fies; we want to be loyal to them. Our Prophet 
stands for peace; we are ordered by our govern- 
ment to help make war. What shall we do? 

If the teachings of Jesus Christ are sound—and 
we know they are—they will afford us guidance 
in our present need. They are not a guide for fair 
weather only. They served the Master through a 
life of difficulties such as no other person ever 
experienced. They do contain the answer to our 
present need. Let us look for it. Particularly let us 
consider how Truth already has been used success- 
fully by men who have had to meet the problem 
of unwelcome military service. 

When the Selective Training and Service Act 
went into effect there were two young ministers in 
a Northern State who were especially puzzled 
over what to do about it. Both were devoted to 
the cause of peace; both regarded war as a relic 
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of barbarism, utterly at variance with the Christ 
way. Should they register for the draft? Would it 
be consistent with their religion to do so? 

When the time of decision came one declared 
himself a conscientious objector and refused even 
to register. He is now in a camp provided for per- 
sons of his type. His wife and children are de- 
pendent on relatives for support. His case te- 
ceived considerable publicity. The issue has di- 
vided the members of his church into two quar- 
reling factions. 

The other young minister, though utterly op- 
posed to war and to killing, took a far different 
course. He recognized that there might be two 
sides to the question. He was supposed to be an 
earthly representative of the greatest exponent of 
right living the world ever saw. As such a repre- 
sentative he too was regarded as an example. His 
decision and his conduct would sway many. What 
would Jesus Christ have done in such a case? The 
young minister turned to the Gospels, the record 
of the earthly work of the Master. 

It was clear from the Gospel record that Jesus 
did not live a cloistered life. One of the bitterest 
criticisms directed against Him by orthodox mem- 
bers of the Jewish church—His church—was that 
He associated too much with sinners, with the 
common people. He preached to people and 
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served them at feasts, in the market place, wher- 
ever they lived and labored and tried to solve their 
problems. They did not have to go into the Tem- 
ple to find Him. 

The Gospels tell us that Jesus consented to pay 
a current tax for Himself and one of His disciples, 
though He apparently felt that divine justice did 
not demand so much. They would pay it, He ex- 
plained, lest they cause others to stumble. On an- 
other occasion He was asked whether or not it 
was lawful to pay tribute to Caesar, the head of 
the Roman empire, which had conquered the land. 
Then He made the much-quoted reply “Render 
therefore unto Cesar the things that are Czesar’s; 
and unto God the things that are God's.” 

There are other Gospel hints for those who 
wonder if they can conscientiously give good serv- 
ice when inducted by legal civil process into a 
work they cannot indorse. For instance, there was 
the incident in which the hot-headed Peter cut off 
the ear of a servant of the high priest when the 
mob came to seize Jesus immediately prior to His 
trial and crucifixion. The servant and those with 
him engaged in an act of lawless violence, but 
Jesus touched the ear and made it whole. This is 
an arresting thought for persons who are now 
wondering if a Christian can conscientiously serve 
in the army medical corps. 
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This young minister made his difficult decision. 
He decided to conform to civil law, while serving 
God to the best of his ability. ‘All I ask is the 
Opportunity to serve God,” he reasoned. “In the 
army there will be hundreds of thousands of 
young men who are even more bewildered than I 
have been, who have less faith in God and under- 
standing of Him than I have. Where could I pos. 
sibly find people who need me more? And if the 
army is not the place where I can serve best, then 
I know that divine law will quickly put me in my 
right place. Wherever I go I'll work for God and 
know He is working for me.” 

This young man is now a chaplain in a regi- 
ment stationed in the Midwest, doing his best to 
be a spiritual counselor to bewildered young 
soldiers who desperately need such help. He is 
helping others; there is no doubt of that. But what 
is his army experience doing to him? Has it low- 
ered his spiritual tone? 

He testifies that his new work has broadened 
him greatly in understanding and in faith. He 
looks back a bit apologetically on the sermons he 
preached in the old days, for he feels that they 
were inadequate to the needs of his flock. He be- 
lieves that when there is a more useful field of 
service for him than the army he will be led 
into it. 
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Can we have any doubt as to which of these 
two young ministers is serving God and man best? 
Is not the good Samaritan more to be commended 
than those who refused to help the stricken ? 

Of course relatively few of the men who are 
drafted can become chaplains. What about the 
test? There is an answer to this also. It is illus- 
trated clearly in the experience of a young Truth 
student whom we shall call Barry. 

Before the draft took him he was preparing to 
become a minister, a work for, which he was 
eminently well suited. Though he was in truth a 
conscientious objector he asked no concessions 
from the draft board, not even stating that he was 
opposed to fighting and killing. His friends were 
surprised at this. They were mystified when they 
noticed, just prior to his reporting for duty in the 
army, that he was happy and composed. In an- 
swer to their questions he set forth his attitude. 

“I've made up my mind to go wherever they 
send me,” he explained. “Wherever I’m sent I'll 
go in faith that God has something for me to do 
there, some service to give. I want to do Christian 
work. Where can I find a better field than among 
the selectees? And about the killing: God knows I 
don’t want to kill, and I’ve asked Him to spare 
me that if it fits in with His big plan.” 

Yes, he seemed to be taking a long chance. He 
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was assigned to the air corps. This looked omi- 
nous, for the air corps is very much a combatant 
arm of the service. He retained his faith however, 
and soon the situation cleared for him. He was 
assigned to an office job, where he would never 
be called on to do any fighting. He is strong and 
sincere, this fine young Christian. The army can- 
not lower his standards; he will raise the stand- 
ards of his companions. His spiritual sinews will 
grow by exercise. 

It is a remarkable fact that many young Truth 
students have grown more spiritually since their 
induction into the army than in any other like 
period of their life. It is not that the army is an 
ideal environment to foster spiritual growth but 
that the overcomers are made newly aware of the 
invincible power that is theirs. He who has proved 
his faith is thrice armed. 

There are many ways of escaping combatant 
service. The army classification system is operated 
by experts with the aim of putting the individual 
where he will be most valuable. A man who does 
not believe in fighting or killing will never become 
a good front-line soldier. He naturally gravitates 
to a noncombatant arm of the service, such as the 
quartermaster corps or the medical corps. Divine 
law and military law alike tend to put a man 
where he can serve best. 
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The fact that a man is to be inducted into the 
army does not make it certain that he will have 
to fight or kill. An astonishingly large proportion 
of the soldiers will never fight. War has become 
a very technical business requiring many highly 
trained specialists. Increasing numbers of the 
specialists are noncombatants in fact or in effect. 
For instance, the ground crew that services an air- 
plane is likely to be several times as large as the 
fying crew. Back of these noncombatants are the 
service of supply and other technical services. The 
army has room for men of many tastes and talents. 
He who puts his faith in God will find his right 
place. 

“Resist not him that is evil’ is the instruction 
of our Teacher. Those who remember this are the 
ones who are making the happiest adjustment to 
martial surroundings. Instead of fighting the cur- 
rent that is sweeping them along they ask God to 
take care of them; then they cultivate poise and 
confidence in the faith that their request is being 
answered. They help others, who have less under- 
standing and faith, to make the best of the situa- 
tion. They regard the present as an opportunity 
for overcoming, for stirring spiritual adventure. 

The problem of meeting seeming evil is not 
confined to military situations. Nearly everybody 
tan find excuses for objecting to something, for 
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thinking himself badly used by circumstance. 
Those who progress are the ones who work defi- 
nitely to salvage and use the good they find—and 
there is good to be found in any situation. It is 
better to work for peace than against war. 

The Master did not fight, but He did minister 
to those who fought. He always helped the 
wounded and the harried who appealed to Him 
for help. Would He then refuse to offer healing 
to sick armies?
